RELATIVE TO THE DETAINEES VISITED AND TO ESTABLISH 
FILES OF PERSONS PRESUMED TO HAVE DISAPPEARED.

1. BUENOS AIRES REGIONAL ^LEGATION 

9 DELEGATES, OF WHOM 2 PHYSICIANS AMD ONE SPECIALIST 
OF CENTRAL RESEARCH AGENCY SENT FROM GENEVA ARE ATTACHED 
TO THE DELEGATION IN ARGENTINA, AND HAVE, SINCE JANUARY 
1S80, CONTINUED THEIR PROTECTIVE OPERATION ON BEHALf'jOF 
PERSONS DETAINED FOR SECURITY REASONS, BY VISITING THEM 
IN THEIR PLACES OF DETENTION AND BY GRANTING THEM AND ; 
THEIR FAMILIES MATERIAL ASSISTANCE. ON THE OTHER HAND

VISITS HAVE STARTED IN 1977. 

AS A REMINDER, IN 1979, THE ICRC DELEGATES HAVE 
EFFECTED 38 VISITS TO 25 DIFFERENT PLACES OF DETENTION 
WHERE, AT THE END OF 1979, APPROXIMATELY 2, 000 PERSONS 
WERE DETAINED FOR SECURITY REASONS. 


THE GENERAL CARD-INDEX OF ALL THE DETAINEES VISITED 
CONTAINING INFORMATION SUCK AS THEIR DATES CF ARREST, 
ONE JR MORE PLACES OF DETENTION, VISITS EFFECTED BY 
THE ICRC, THEIR STATE OF HEALTH, THEIR PR I SOM STATUS 
( SENTENCED OR PEN ) IS THUS KEPT UP-TO-DATE AS OF THE 
BEGINNING OF OUR VISITS IN 1977. 

6. BUDGET ARGENTINA 1980 



FROM JANUARY TO THE END OF JUNE 1980, 18 VISITS 
WERE EFFECTED IN THE COURSE OF WHICH THE DELEGATES ’ 
INTERVIEWED, WITHOUT WITNESSES, A CUMULATIVE TOTAL OF 
2,754 DETAINEES. AS USUAL THESE VISITS WERE THE OBJECT 
OF CONFIDENTIAL REP0R1S TRANSMITTED TO THE MINISTRY OF 
THE INTERIOR AND TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE REPUBLIC. 

IN FEBRUARY THE DELEGATE GENERAL FOR LATIN AMERICA HAO 
A CONVERSATION WITH THE MINISTER OF THE INTER I OR IN THE 
COURSE OF WHICH THE PRINCIPAL PROBLEMS BROUGHT TO THE 
ATTENTION OF THE AUTHORITIES WERE EXAMINES. THE CHIEF 
OF THE DELEGATION HAS FREQUENT DISCUSSIONS WITH THE

3. PERSONS REPORTED DISAPPEARED 


THE DELEGATION HAS CONTINUED TO ESTABLISH FILES

OF STATEMENTS EMANATING FROM CLOSE RELATIVES. SINCE 
1977 APPROXIMATELY 2,500 CASES OF PERSONS REPORTED 
DISAPPEARED HAVE BEEN SUBMITTED TO THE AUTHORITIES.
